LIBRARY LOANS 





For the bencfit of old and now membors 
we reprint library regulations =~ on the 
reverse of the royalty reduction list so 
you my keep both throughout tho year, 

1) The payment of $1. library fee en- 
titios group and individual membors to 
borrow any library title without rental 
charge. 

2) This fee is used to defray the cost 
of miling books and scripts to you. [If 
the demands of any one member are unusue 
ally heavy - especially for the lst class 
miling of mnuscripts - we shell call 
upon you to refund any amount exceeding 
$1. which we spend for your account. Un- 
til you receive such notice from us you 
need not refund in postage the stamps 
spent on your order, 

3) The number of books which may be 
withdrawn at one time by any one member 
is limited to six. 

4) The time limit on 611 loans is three 
weeks from the date of milling to you. 
The due date, NY, is stamped on the in- 
side back cover. Please abide by this 
rule. The prompt return of & play for 
which you my be keeping several members 
waiting, is worth mich more to us than 
the 25¢ per week fine you pay &s penalty. 

5) A return label is enclosod with the 
out-going order, 

6) AgBin we remind you, minuscript 
plays mst travel by lst cléss mil both 
ways. The privilege of borrowing these 
plays will be denied those who do not 
take this precaution to deliver safely 
the scripts which in mB&ny cases could not 
be replaced,

Sheed and Ward, renouncing @ny claim for royalties on its published translations of 
Gheon's plays and discléiming the possibility of arranging at this time for royelty 
payments to Gheon*s publishers in France, has strongly recommended that the Conference 
act as & collecting agent for the author's cstate,. 

As @ means of showing our gratitude to the giant of Catholic theatre we have accept- 
ed Mr. Sheed's charge to solicit the payment of royalties on the plays unless otherwise 
specifically designated - as in the case of Rosary College publications. The money re- 
ceived from productions will be entered separately in & Gheon Fund to be disposed of 
when the complications of correspondence with several French publishers my be dissol- 
ved. We may hope that some portion of this fund can be directed toward the continuae 


tion of Gheon's Compagnons.
